WHICH IS CLEAR AND SELF-EXPLANATORY. WE SEE NO REASON TO 
TINKER AND PLAN TO PASS IT ON WEDNESDAY AS EMBASSY STATE- 
MENT OF POLICY. 

3. FOR GOSNELL FROM MCCALL: CHANCES FOR A POSITIVE DE- 
CISION ON CREATING THE EAST BERLIN POSITION THIS SUMMER ARE 
SAID TO BE 60/40, WITH YOU AS TOP EUR CANDIDATE. ICCUSA JOB 

IS FILLED, WITH ANN GRIFFIN REPORTING APRIL 24. 
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4. FOR PORTER FROM MCCALL: INDICATIONS WE GET ARE THAT 
THE NE AND FRENCH DESK JOBS HAVE BEEN FILLED. WE ARE STILL 
LOOKING FOR AN FSO-3 FOR MCGIFFERT S STAFF AT DOD/ISA. WE 
DON'T KNOW MUCH ABOUT THE JOB, EXCEPT THAT HE WANTS A

OF INTL STUDIES. IT HAS BEEN PROPOSED TO SOVIET 

ACADEMY OF SCIENCES FOR THIS FALL IN MOSCOW-CONFIRMATION 
NOT YET RECEIVED. IN THIS CONNECTION, OUR AMBASSADOR TO 
SRI LANKA HAS BEEN INVITED BY BERTKELEY ORGANIZERS TO

MAY, CITING INVITATION LAST JULY FROM KARENKO, DIRECTOR OF 
MOTIVE POWER IN MINRAIL. WE ARE NOT SURE OF CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF THIS INVITATION. FOR YOUR BACKGROUND, THERE WERE IN- 
TERNAL DIFFERENCES OVER AT DOT, WHERE CONCERN WAS EXPRESSED 
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THAT SULLIVAN VISIT WOULD "OVERLOAD THE CIRCUIT" AND DE- 
TRACT FROM BILATERAL AGREEMENT. AGREEMENT SECRETARIAT
